You will note from the above list that there are 96 ar-counts of which, four of 


them only, show that the consumer has paid more for his water supply by meter 
measurement than he would have paid ou the flat rate basis; <iu the other hand, 
the statement shows that 92 of the consumers paid less for their water supply by 
meter measurement than they would have paid by the flat or annual rates. 


The average amount paid by those anocunts on the list-was $1.23 per month, 


and we know of no more conclusive argument in favor of the meter system than the 
evidence produced by the above. 


Another thing that we desire to call your attention to is the fact, that with 


several exceptions, all of the above consumers purchased and installed meters at 
their own expense, and in addition they pay for the upkeep and repairs of their 
meters. 


We request that everyone who is interested in the matter, and especially the 


Newspapers, Chamber of Commerce and other bodies c-all at our office and look 
over our office list, and if they so desire we will refer them to the accounts on the 
books. We are making this statement in good faith and it will give us pleasure to 
give our consumers all the facts bearing on the matter. 


The Water Company will make no charge whatever for the meters it will set, 


neither will it charge the consumer any rental for them. The MINIMUM charge of 
$1.00 per mouth ov $3.00 per quarter, which it makes for residence meters will 
allow the consumer its equivalent value in water; this allowance for the minimum 
payments amounts to 123 gallons per da.v, or 3,700 gallons per month. 


We regret that so much has been said recently to confuse our consumers on the 


meter question, and we hope that the above statement will serve to give you a 
clearer idea as to what can bo expected of the meter system.
